Tornado  rips  into  campus 


The  tornado  that  ripped  through 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College's 
Wesson  campus  on  Monday, 
November  16,  at  approximately  2:45 
p.m.  left  a  path  of  destruction. 

"We  were  fortunate  that  we  did  not 
have  anyone  injured  or  hurt  during 
the  storm,"  states  Dr.  Billy  B. 
Thames,  Co-Lin  president. 

Worst  hit  on  campus  was  Callendar 
Hall,  the  recreation  center.  A  30  by  45 
foot  section  of  the  roof  was  demolish- 
ed, with  water  damage  to  the  building 
and  structural  damage  to  the  front  of 
the  57-year  old  building,  known  also 
as  the  old  cafeteria  and  gymnasium. 

At  the  W.  S.  Henley  Student  Union 
Building,  and  the  R.  E.  "Bob"  Ander- 
son Building,  the  flashing  and  gravel 
guard  around  the  edge  of  the  roofs 
were  pulled  up. 


A  pine  tree  hit  the  south  end  of  the 
Child  Care  trailer,  demolishing  the 
walk  to  the  building  and  roof. 

At  the  recently-renovated  Oswalt 
House,  a  large  oak  tree  was 
uprooted,  destroying  the  fence  and 
damaging  the  corner  of  the  porch.  It 
was  here  that  the  tree  fell  on  several 
student  cars. 

At  Lincoln  Hall,  the  roof  to  the 
boiler  rooms  was  destroyed  with 
some  damage  to  the  main  roof  and 
several  windows  broken. 

In  Mullen  Gymnasium  where  four 
teams  had  gathered  to  begin  the 
Coca-Cola  Classic  at  3  p.m.,  there 
were  a  dozen  windows  broken. 

A  tree  fell  on  one  faculty  home  and 
a  trailer  was  overturned  near  the  foot- 
ball stadium.  Debris  was  blown 
across  the  campus. 


Huge  pine  trees  were  twisted  off 
throughout  the  campus.  Power  lines 
on  the  back  of  campus  were  ripped  to 
the  ground  by  fallen  trees  and  limbs. 

At  least  15  cars  belonging  to 
students  were  damaged,  according 
to  Alton  Ricks,  dean  of  students. 

Electric,  water,  and  telephone  ser- 
vices were  interrupted  throughout  the 
campus  and  in  and  around  Wesson. 
It  took  as  long  as  24  hours  or  so  to 
restore  some  of  the  services. 

Minutes  after  the  tornado,  campus 
maintenance  crews  closed  streets 
and  emergency  crews  began  to  arrive 
on  campus. 

The  college's  Board  of  Trustees 
had  a  special  meeting  on  November 
23  to  assess  the  damage  and  to 
prepare  for  renovations. 


July  1 


Co-Lin  will  be  community  college 


Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  will 
become  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College  on  July  1,  1988. 

Burlian  Walker,  director  of  develop- 
ment, public  information,  and  alumni 
affairs,  said  the  change  was  im- 
plemented because  of  the  college's 
benefits  to  the  entire  community  at 
large.  "We  offer  occupational  train- 
ing, adult  education,  technical  train- 
ing, literacy  programs,  and  other  pro- 
grams. We're  not  just  a  'junior'  col- 
lege which  offers  only  college- 
transfer  curriculums,"  he  states. 

"We  feel  good  about  the  change," 
he  says. 


Co-Lin  is  one  of  several  state  junior 
colleges  to  make  the  change.  The 
college's  Board  of  Trustees  voted  in 
its  regular  November  meeting  to 
make  the  change. 

Already  changed  are  Hinds  Com- 
munity College  in  Raymond,  Nor- 
theast Community  College  in 
Booneville,  Itawamba  Community 
College  in  Fulton,  Meridian  Com- 
munity College,  and  Gulf  Coast  Com- 
munity College. 

Northwest  at  Senatobia  will  official- 
ly become  a  a  community  college  in  a 
couple  of  months. 

Other  junior  colleges  are  expected 
to  follow. 


The  State  Legislature  gave 
trustees  of  the  junior  college  districts 
an  option  of  changing  from  junior  to 
community  college. 

Co-Lin's  name  change  must  first 
be  approved  by  the  Mississippi  Board 
for  Community  and  Junior  Colleges. 
The  process,  which  usually  takes 
about  two  months,  includes  notifying 
public  and  governmental  entities  and 
changing  the  name  on  signs,  let- 
terheads, catalogs,  etc. 

"Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College 
has  actually  been  a  community  col- 
lege for  30  years  or  longer.  The  state 
is  just  a  little  slow  in  allowing  the 
name  change,"  Walker  said. 


Board  names  three  new  dorms 


New  dormitories  on  the  Wesson 
campus  have  been  named  for  two 
supporting  counties  and  a  third  has 
also  been  named. 

The  two  new  men's  dormitories 
have  been  named  Simpson  Hall,  in 
honor  of  Simpson  County,  the  third 
county  that  began  support  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln  back  in  1934,  and  Franklin 


Hall,  honoring  Franklin  County  which 
joined  in  support  of  the  college  in 
1948,  the  fourth  county  to  so  do. 

The  new  women's  dormitory,  at- 
tached to  the  five-storied  Lula 
Stevens  Hall  by  way  of  a  walkway  has 
been  named  the  Lula  Stevens  Annex. 
Miss  Stevens  was  dean  of  women  at 
Copiah-Lincoln  for  40  years. 


The  naming  of  the  dormitories 
came  from  a  committee  report  given 
by  C.  C.  Graves,  Jr.  of  Crystal  Spr- 
ings during  the  regular  November 
meeting  of  the  college's  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  men's  dormitories  are  oc- 
cupied, while  the  women's  dormitory 
should  be  completed  in  early 
December.

Sumner,  also  from  the 
1933  class,  was  chosen  for  basket- 
ball, track,  tennis,  volleyball  and 
baseball.  Patrick,  a  member  of  the 
1937  state  championship  team,  was 
selected  for  football,  while  Turk,  a 
1962  graduate,  was  chosen  for 
basketball  and  as  a  former  coach.

1951-52,  as  principal;  back  at  Holmes 
Junior  College,  1955-57,  as  head 
football  coach;  at  Louisiana  College 
in  Pineville,  1957-59;  as  athletic 
director  and  head  football  coach 
where  his  1958  team  was  Rice  Bowl 
champion,  posting  the  best  record  of 
any  team  in  the  college's  history;  at 
Mississippi  State  University,  1959-61,

phis State  from  1967-78  as  athletic 
ticket  manager.  He  retired  in  1978

Three  instructors  study  in  Kenya

In  the  central  eastern  part  of  Africa 
is  the  country  of  Kenya.  Kenya  has 
the  world's  highest  birth  rate  and  the 
population  now  is  at  22.4  million  and 
is  doubling  every  18  years.  The  sad 
thing  about  this  country  is  that  most 
of  the  people  living  there  have  never 
seen  a  book  of  any  type.  So  many 
people  realize  that  there  is  a  problem 
with  their  educational  system,  and 
they  are  trying  to  change  their  old 
traditional  values  about  education. 

A  group  of  Mississippi  Junior  Col- 
lege instructors  went  to  Kenya  this 
past  July  and  August  and  was  expos- 
ed to  the  customs  and  traditions  of 
Africans  to  dispel  myths  and 
stereotypes  about  Africa.  The  trip, 
called  the  Educators'  Intercultural 
Experience  in  Kenya,  was  sponsored 
by  the  Fulbright-Hays  Group  Projects 
Abroad. 

Eleven  instructors  from  junior  col- 
leges across  the  state  and  two  in- 
structors from  Jackson  State  Univer- 
sity went  on  the  journey.  Junior  col- 
leges' represented  were  Hinds  Com- 
munity College,  Northwest  Mississip- 
pi Junior  College,  East  Central 
Mississippi  Junior  College,  Meridian 
Community  College,  Coahoma 
Junior  College  and  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Sutton, 
James  A.  Lightsey  and  Mrs.  Jane 
Smith  represented  Co-Lin. 


The  instructors  had  a  very  tight 
schedule.  They  visited  primary  and 
secondary  schools  that  use  the  844 
system.  The  844  system  is  eight 
years  of  primary  school,  four  years  of 
secondary  school  and  four  years  of 
college.  The  hard  thing  about  this 
system  is  after  the  first  eight  years 
the  students  have  to  take  a  test,  and 
if  they  fail,  the  students  can  not  con- 
tinue their  education.  That  is  why  so 
much  emphasis  is  placed  on  educa- 
tion and  the  quality  of  education  and 
studying  is  so  much  more  intense 
than  in  the  United  States.  Through 
education  the  Kenyans  are  trying  to 
educate  all  of  their  people  because  it 
is  the  only  way  to  eliminate  the  tradi- 
tional ideas  of  the  elders.  Health 
care,  family  planning  and  home  im- 
provement will  greatly  improve 
through  education  also. 

Dr.  Godfrey  Muriuki,  the  Dean  of 
Faculty  Arts  at  the  University  of 
Nairobi,  talked  to  the  group  and  told 
them  of  a  story  about  himself.  He  is  a 
first  generation  college  graduate  in 
his  family.  When  he  was  small,  danc- 
ing and  singing  were  popular  and 
many  youths  performed  in  small 
groups  and  he  was  a  member  of  one 
of  these  groups.  The  group  he  was  a 
member  of  was  invited  to  sing  at  a 
Catholic  school  and  that  is  where  he 
saw  his  first  book.  He  wondered  why 


people  in  that  place  held  something 
in  their  hands  and  sang  from  it.  This 
began  his  quest  for  the  understan- 
ding of  books. 

He  finally  had  the  opportunity  to  at- 
tend school  and  was  so  eager  to 
learn  and  that  the  only  way  to  better 
himself  was  through  books  and  that 
he  did.  He  now  has  his  Ph.D.  in 
education. 

The  group  spent  the  first  two  weeks 
in  the  capital  city  of  Nairobi  where 
they  learned  about  the  human  ser- 
vice delivery  systems  of  Kenya  by 
lectures  from  government  officials, 
university  officials  and  medical  ex- 
perts. Twelve  days  were  spent  on  the 
road  visiting  different  schools  and 
places. 

In  the  city  of  Nyeri,  the  group 
stayed  at  the  Tree  Tops  Outspan 
Hotel  where  many  famous  people 
have  stayed  including  Prince  Charles 
and  Queen  Elizabeth.  She  was  here 
when  she  was  named  queen.  They 
also  saw  Mt.  Kenya,  the  highest 
mountain  in  the  world. 

Mrs.  Sutton  said,  "Going  to  Kenya 
was  one  of  the  highlights  of  my  life. 
The  experience  is  one  that  I  will 
treasure  for  a  lifetime.  What  I  learned 
about  Kenya  and  its  society  made  me 
realize  the  importance  of  intercultural 
experiences."

Co-Lin  offers  wide  range  of  educational  services

In  accordance  with  the  mission  and 
purpose  of  the  junior  and  community 
college  and  by  its  very  nature  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  College  serves  a  very 
wide  range  of  educational  needs.  The 
philosophy  of  Copiah-Lincoln  encom- 
passes the  idea  that  each  individual 
who  comes  to  Co-Lin  for  educational 
services  has  the  right  to  develop  his 
or  her  intellectual  potential  and  in- 
terest to  the  fullest  extent  possible. 

For  students  who  have  skill  defi- 
ciencies in  the  area  of  reading, 
English  or  mathematics,  there  are 
special  courses  designed  to  assist 
them  in  building  their  competency 
levels  in  these  areas  to  the  extent 
necessary  for  a  successful  educa- 
tional experience.  These  courses  em- 
phasize the  building  of  skills  which 
will  be  used  in  regular  college 
classes.  They  are  available  to  all 
students,  whether  they  are  enrolled 
in  academic  (Learning  Center),  or 
vocational  or  technical  courses 
(Basic  Related  Studies). 

Another  special  course  is  offered  to 
students  who  wish  to  improve  their 
study  skills.  This  course  fosters  in- 
sight and  practice  of  critical  reading 
skills  and  study  techniques  needed 
for  efficient  and  effective  pursual  of 
academic  courses.  The  course 
places  emphasis  on  skill  develop- 
ment in  several  areas,  including 
outlining,  paragraph  analysis,  note 
taking,     and     test-wiseness.     The 


course  is  offered  to  students  who 
complete  the  basic  skills  courses,  to 
students  who  want  a  refresher  in 
study  skills  after  having  been  out  of 
school  for  a  number  of  years,  and  to 
students  who  simply  want  to  gain  an 
edge  or  enhance  their  skills  in  order 
to  do  their  very  best  in  college 
courses.  Comments  and  reactions  by 
students  who  have  taken  this  course 
have  been  very  favorable. 

Other  special  courses  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  are  designed  to  provide  an 
opportunity  for  gifted  and  talented 
students  to  set  their  educational 
goals  and  expactations  higher  than 
those  for  the  general  academic 
course  work.  Honors  courses  are  of- 
fered in  the  areas  of  Western  Civiliza- 
tion, English  Composition,  English 
Literature  and  sociology.  These 
courses  are  intended  to  challenge 
students  to  do  more  than  is  required 
in  regular  course  work,  thereby  pro- 
viding an  opportunity  for  an  enhanc- 
ed learning  experience.  Upon  com- 
pletion of  the  course,  the  student's 
record  indicates  honors  credit  by  the 
course  number  which  is  assigned  to 
the  particular  honors  course. 

For  those  students  who  come  to 
Co-Lin  and  have  not  yet  made  a  deci- 
sion about  their  career  aspiration,  the 
college  offers  a  course  in  Career  Ex- 
ploration to  assist  them.  The  course 
provides  students  with  an  abundance 


of  career  information,  including 
placement  opportunities  and  salaries 
available  for  various  fields  of  study. 
The  career  information  is  kept  cur- 
rent through  an  annual  subscription 
to  a  special  computer  program  and 
also  by  means  of  up-to-date  journals 
and  other  publications  available  in 
the  Career  Development  Center. 

The  college  offers  a  European  tour 
study  course  to  study  man's 
achievements  in  art,  literature,  music 
and  philosophy  in  the  western  world. 
The  tour  is  offered  as  a  humanities 
course  for  three  semester  hours  of 
academic  credit.  Students  give  this 
course  an  excellent  rating  as  a  way  to 
learn  first  hand  about  the  European 
culture. 

The  regular  academic,  vocational 
and  technical  programs  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  provide  quality  educa- 
tional/training experiences  for 
students  through  a  highly  qualified 
and  dedicated  faculty.  The  instruc- 
tional programs  are  all  designed  to 
provide  a  maximum  amount  of  in- 
dividual attention  for  each  student. 
Students  are  encouraged  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  this  very  important  oppor- 
tunity to  receive  personal  attention 
from  their  instructors.  Students  are 
also  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of 
any  of  the  special  programs  and  ser- 
vices which  might  apply  to  their  par- 
ticular needs.

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Senior  AIDES  aid  community  services

The  Senior  AIDES  Program  is  a 
Senior  Service  employment  Program 
developed  in  1968  under  Title  V  of 
the  Older  Americans  Act  to  provide 
employment  opportunities  to  persons 
55  years  of  age  or  older  who  are  at 
poverty  level  income  and  have  poor 
imployment  prospects.  There  are 
presently  140  Senior  AIDES  Pro- 
grams across  the  nation  maintaining 
employment  for  approximately  5,000 
senior  citizens. 

Copiah-Lincoln  is  the  only  junior 
college  in  the  nation  sponsoring  a 
Senior  AIDES  Program.  Copiah- 
Lincoln  has  sponsored  this  program 
since  1972.  The  aides  work  20  hours 
a  week  and  are  paid  minimum  wage. 

They  are  places  with  non-profit  or 
private  non-profit  organizations. 
Presently,  there  are  73  senior  aides 
working  on  the  program  in  eight 
southwest  and  two  central  Mississip- 
pi counties;  Copiah,  Simpson, 
Lawrence,  Lincoln,  Walthall,  Pike, 
Amite,  Franklin,  Jefferson  and 
Adams.  The  project  has  a  wide 
assortment  of  job  assignments  in  a 
wide  variety  of  areas  such  as  educa- 
tion, mental  health,  child  daycare, 
social  service,  in-home  service  and 
health  care. 

The  budget  for  the  contract  year 
1 987  - 1 988  is  $286,587.  All  the  funds 
are  for  senior  aides'  wages  and  fringe 
benefits. 


In  summary,  this  is  a  project  which 
aids  in  two  ways.  It  provides  part-time 
employment  for  low-income  senior 
citizens  and  in  turn  their  work  helps 
othe  people,  the  elderly  and  disad- 


vantaged in  particular.  This  is  a  com- 
munity service  to  people,  not  usually 
reached  by  the  junior  college's  com- 
munity service  project.

Inglis,  a  British  actor  who  will  be  on 
a  tour  of  the  United  States,  will  per- 
form selected  stories  from  Geoffrey 
Chaucer's  "Canterbury  Tales." 

Other  guest  artist  events  in  1988 
will  be  the  Atlanta  Chamber  Players 
on  March  24  and  Ballet  Magnificat 
on  April  21. 
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Guest  artists  will  be  funded  in  part 
by  grants  from  the  Mississippi  Arts 
Commission,  the  Southern  Arts 
Federation,  and  Meet  the  Composer, 
Inc.

Co-Lin  Natchez 
celebrates  15th  anniversary 


It  has  been  15  years  since  Copiah- 
Lincoln  first  opened  its  doors  to  Nat- 
chez and  surrounding  areas.  Like 
a  child,  it  hasn't  stopped  growing  and 
expanding  since. 

In  1971,  the  citizens  of  Natchez 
and  Adams  County  began  to  provide 
financial  support  for  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  and  in  1972,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  established  a  se- 
cond campus  in  Natchez. 

The  Natchez  campus  was  formally 
established  with  the  opening  of  the 
1972-73  fall  quarter.  The  initial  enroll- 
ment was  433  students.  There  were 
92  full  time  and  341  part  time 
students. 

Sixty-two  classes  were  offered  in 
the  fields  of:  Division  of  Business, 
Health,  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation;  Humanities;  Science  and 
mathematics;  and  Social  Science,  in- 
cluding elementary  and  secondary 
education.  There  also  was  an 
Associate  Degree  Program  in  Police 
Science  for  those  who  were  in- 
terested in  a  career  in  law  enforce- 
ment. 

At  that  time,  other  programs  in 
vocational  and  technical  education 
were  just  in  the  planning  stage. 

Co-Lin  Natchez  shared  its  first 
facilities  with  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi  at  the  old  In- 
stitute Building  in  downtown  Nat- 
chez. 

In  September  of  1973,  the  college 
moved  to  the  old  Central  School 
Building  in  Washington. 

After  two  years  in  buildings  not 
owned  by  Co-Lin,  plans  were  under 
way  to  develop  a  Natchez  campus. 

In  December  of  1975,  a  loan  was 
approved  for  the  purchase  of  a  165 
acre  site  on  Belt  Line  Road  for  a 
future  joint  campus  of  USM-N  and 
Co-Lin.  Alcorn  was  also  considering 
the  site  for  their  college's  nursing 
program. 


Highway  officials  informed  the  col- 
lege that  a  four  lane  highway  was 
proposed  to  go  through  the  location 
of  Co-Lin  Junior  College,  according 
to  the  October  1 4,  1 979  edition  of  the 
Natchez  Democrat. 


Although  the  Duncan  park  area 
and  the  Natchez  General  Hospital 
were  considered  as  possible  cam- 
puses for  the  Junior  College,  the  old 
elementary  school  near  Washington 
seemed  the  most  accessible  to  the 
public. 

The  school  was  considered  strictly 
on  a  temporary  basis  because  of  the 
land  on  Belt  Line  Road.  The  college's 
future  plans  were  to  build  a  new  and 
up-to-date  facility  for  the  Natchez 
Campus. 

Up  until  this  time,  the  Vo-Tech  divi- 
sion of  the  school  was  housed  on 
Canal  Street  downtown,  and  combin- 
ing the  two  together  wasn't  feasible 
at  that  time. 

Plans  were  under  way  as  far  back 
as  September  1975  to  build  on  the 
Belt  Line  acreage.  But  at  that  time 
there  was  a  law  prohibiting  a  senior 
college  from  sharing  facilities. 

Several  factors  have  kept  construc- 
tion from  being  started  on  the  Belt 
Line  site.  In  the  August  5,  1979,  edi- 
tion of  the  Natchez  Democrat,  there 
is  an  announcement  of  a  proposed 
withdrawal  of  one-mill  tax  from 
Copiah-Lincoln  support  from  Adams 
County. 

The  outcome  of  the  election  was 
2482  voting  yes  and  3057  voting  no. 
The  withdrawal  of  the  one-mill  sup- 
port was  defeated.   But  Co-Lin  still 

won,  the  two  mills  would  still  be  going 
to  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College 
District. 


Also  at  that  time,  a  lawsuit  was  in 
progress.  The  Ayres  suit,  as  it  was 
known,  contended  that  all  the  state's 
colleges  and  universities 
discriminated  in  various  aspects  of 
higher  education. 

In  1979,  Co-Lin  officials  agreed  to 
begin  plans  to  construct  the  new 
facility  and  hired  an  architect  to  start 
the  preliminary  studies.  The  only 
obstacle  at  that  time  was  the  fact  that 
there  wasn't  the  money  to  build. 

In  1986,  USM  moved  from  the  Nat- 
chez area,  and  Alcorn  took  over  the 
established    nursing    program.   Atso    . 
Alcorn    had   decided   to   build   their 
campus  on  the  Belt  Line  property. 

Much  has  happened  to  Co-Lin  over 
the  years.  Approximately  10,500 
students  (an  average  of  700  people  a 
year)  have  crossed  over  the  threshold 
of  Co-Lin's  doors. 

There  are  presently  400  students 
enrolled  at  Co-Lin.  231  are  full  time 
day  students  and  169  are  part  time. 
Also  JTPA  has  41  students  enrolled. 

Special  interest,  non-credit 
students  enroll  many  students  that 
are  not  counted  on  the  roster.  Over 
the  years,  special  interest  courses  t 
have  included  everything  from  cake 
decorating,  to  typing,  to  bricklaying. 

What  does  the  future  hold  for  Co- 
Lin?  The  only  thing  known  for  sure  is 
that  the  future  won't  be  holding  Co- 
Lin  back. 

Co-Lin  is  in  the  Natchez  area  to 
stay,  and  it  is  still  growing  and  expan- 
ding. _____
